That is the 
mission of journalism. When the great papers 
of this country speak for or against party, it is 
penanen Se eliberate judgment. of the people 
compel it. 

William. H Smith was introduced and 
said, substantially, on the proposition that the 
public pressis the advocate of human rights 
and the champion of the interests of the com- 
mon people: 

The use of the press for the enlightenment of 
the P etn me began almost simultaneously with the 
settlements*made by the English in North Amer- 
ica. The first newSpaper was printed in London 
May 3, 1622, and called the Weekiy News. Since 
then the press in establishing its liberty has had 
to contest every inch of und with arbitra 
power. Its writers and publishers have endases 
the dungeon, the pillory, mutiliation, branding, 
transportation, and even death itself with su 


lime devotion. 
Mr. Smith gave a rapid account of the time 
in both hemispheres when the press lam- 
ned those who differed with it, and of the 
Many 
ragraphs were recited, some of them 
udicrous. 


Mission of the Newspaper. 
In closing his address, Mr. Smith said: 


This lesson is derived from our survey: That 
the press has won and held the respect and con- 
fidence of the people tothe extent it has been 
brave, truthfal, and est; and, possessing 
these virtues, it has been instrumental in pro- 
moting liberty and the general welfare of society 
—thus fulfilling a h mission; what, from the 
public character of the press ought ever to be its 
career from choice: a consecration to truth, to 
humanity. 

The appearance of Murat Halstead was an 
agreeable surprise. He was put on the pro- 

ram for Wednesday afternoon, but as his 

usiness called him from the city today he 
was asked to speak last night, which he con- 
sented todo. Mr. Halstead is impressive in 
appearance and a fervent talker. He looked 
every inch a Marshal as he spoke last night. 
Introduced by Chairman Nixon, Mr. Halstead 
took a Presbyterian attitude at the desk and 
talked on the “ Limitations of Journalism.” 
He said, among many things: 

The Columbian Fair is something more than a 
passing show. It is not the same old cirens. It 
may be said of those who have wrought this 
mighty materialization representative of the 
achievements of man, as of those who round 
Peter's dome, “‘ They builded wiser than they 
knew. The unconscious stones to beauty grew.” 

Mr. Halstead referred to. the work which 
the press has done for the Exposition, and in 
suggesting themes a for discussion 
among the editorial fraternity said: 

The liberty of the press is a development of 
free civilization, and the law of liberty is progress. 
The publication of a powepapet is not a public 
trust, <b as it multiplies the words of the re- 
poe le editors. it has no special rights, 

ties, or responsibilities save so far as they 
arise froni the enlarged field of expression. It is 
a great newspaper fault to be claiming special- 
ties, A man is responsible for his gifts, and 
among them his facilities for public labor and 
his strength. There is no patent for a particular 
dedication in the possession of a press, with 
type, paper, ink, and the agencies of dis 
e nations

His wife was not in the room this morning 
at 11 o'clock, and a few minutes after he sent 
the nurse who was attending him down-stairs 
upon an errand.

YACHT LAURA 8, READY FOR ITS OUTFIT. 


It Is Brought Down the River to Receive 
the Finishing Touches, 

One of the trimmest steam yachts of the 
Chicago fleet was brought down the river yes- 
terday and tied. up in an Illinois Central slip 
to receive finishing touches, It wa#the Laura 
S., belonging to M. J. Steffengof this city. 
The yacht is graceful, the hull long ang silen- 
der, and lies low in the water. A large smoke- 
stack rises amidships, while two slerder spars, 
with gaffs and furled sails, finish the picture. 
The color of the hull and cabins is white, 
Mr. Steffens had his boat built last 
fall by Charles Larson. It was named 
the Laura S., after Mr. Steffens’ 
daughter. Coming out so late in the season, 
the yacht did not see muchservice last year, 
but a month’s experience was sufficient to 
con vince owner that it was too small for 
his use, and when the season closed he took 
it back to the builder to be enlarged. The 
yacht was cut in two in the middle, and ten 
feet of length added, making the entire 
length 65 feet. The speed was not up to the 
owner’s wishes, and the compound engine was 
taken out, and a triple expansion engine took 
its place. The cylinders measured 14, 9, and 
6 inches in diameter, with an 8 inch stroke, 
anda drive wheel 44 inches in diameter, 
Steam is supplied by a water tube boiler, 
allowed 200 hints of steam, the whole 
developi 45 horse power. With 
its additional length and improved machinery 
the Laura 8. is expected to make an average 
speed of 15 miles an hour. 

The engine-room is placed amidships. One 
large cabin is aft, while the galley and’store- 
room are in the forward part of the boat.

THE COMMISSION AND THE FAIR. 
The National Commission has failed to 
modify, either slightly or radically, the Sun- 
day-opening rule of the directors. Thirty-one 
voted:in favor of a slight modification of the 
rule, but that nurnber was insufficient, as fifty- 
five are required, while only twenty-seven 
voted to strike out the Sunday-closing 
part of the rule, According to the 
ruling of Vice-President 
remains in force unmodified. For the act of 
Congress says the directors shall make rules 
“ subject to such modification as mdy be im- 
posed by a majority of such Commissioners.” 
As the commission did not modify the rule it 
stands. The minority were surprised by this 
decision, but it is sound. 
It has been known fora long time that a 
majority of the members of the commission 
were in favor of having the Fair open to the 
public seven days in the week. Whatever 
their shortcomings may have been, they have 
been sound on this point and have represented 
the sentiment of the great majority of the 
people of the United States. Indeed, of 
those who voted against Sunday opening yes- 
terday a few personally are in favor of it, but 
got it into their. heads that the order of 
Congress to close was imperative under any 
and all circumstances, 

It has been the impression of those who 
favor Sunday cloging that the pew rule sub- 
mitted by the directors would be a nullity un- 
less approved by fifty-five Commissioners, or 
a majority of the whole body. Therefore 
they have viewed with pleasure the absence of 
so many of the members, confident that the 
necessary number of votes could not be se- 
cured, So when a vote was taken yesterday 
which resulted practically thirty-one for Sun- 
day opening and twenty-seven against it they 
felt that they had won, fancying that that dis- 
posed of the rule. But when the Chair de- 
cided that asthe commission had failed to 


remain in force a great light broke on them 
and they felt that they had made a blunder. 
As the acts of the Commissioners are of far 
more importance than their words it is hardly 
necessary to say anything about the debate 
which preceded the vote. The subject was 
discussed fully by the ablest. men on both 
sides. Those who read the arguments dis- 
passionately will admit that those who 
favored Sunday opening had the best of it 
from the point of view of common sense and 
equity. 

It must not be taken for granted that the 
action of yesterday will result in the opening 
of the Fair next Sunday. It remains still to 
see what action, if any, will be taken in the 
United States courts. It is claimed on one 
side that since the directors accepted the 
souvenir coins and the Sunday-closing condi- 
tion attached to them they cannot throw open 
the gates on the first day of the week and can 
be prevented from so doing by injunction. [It 
is claimed on the other side that the United 
States has no jurisdiction in the matter. 

It was stated some time ago, and the report 
was doubtless correct, that the United States 
District-Attorney had-been ordered by the 
Attorney-General to intervene and prevent 
Sunday opening in case the National Com- 
mission sanctioned it. Asa matter of fact it 
has not done so. A majority of a quorum 
voted in favor of it, but not a sufficient num- 
ber to approve it, Nevertheless it is not 
unlikely that some of the law points over 
which the Commissioners have been battling 
will find their way into court to be fought 
over there. Ifsoit must not be forgotten 
that courts are slow, and hence it may not be 
safe to make appointments to visit the Expo- 
sition next Sunday. 


THE TRACK ELEVATION PROBLEM. 
The Mayor has done well in bringing the 
grade crossing question before the Council, 
and is correct in his assertion that it is eco- 
nomically impracticable to enforce as a whole 
the railroad track elevation ordinance passed 
last February. Why it is thus impracticable 
as regards the roads skirting the main river 
and its branches Tue Txrsuwe has stated 
often. The Aldermen were right in prefacing 
the resolutions they adopted in reference to 
the appointment of a committee to consider 
the track elevation question witha declaration 
that grade crossings must be abolished and 
that prompt steps should be taken to that end.

They may be getting ready to renounce their 
later one. 


DR. GUNSAULUS DISCOURTESY. 

In the matter of the alleged discourtesy 
practiced towards his editorial guests Sun- 
day last by the Rev. Dr. Gunsaulus in his pul- 
pit at Plymouth Church Taz Txareunz has 
waited until both sides could be heard. Upon 
the one side those who felt themselves ag- 
grieved and insulted by his accusations have 
expressed their opinions perhaps too freely. 
Upon the other side, Dr. Gunsaulus and his 
friends have presented their statement of the 
case. Assuming that the offensive remarks are 
no worse than the latter assert, it still remains 
true that Dr. Gunsaulus was guilty of gross 
discourtesy and of a breach of the code of 
etiquette which among gentlemen governs 
the relations of a host to his guests. 

The editors to whom Dr. Gunsaulus 
preached went to Plymouth Church by invi- 
tation. They were therefore the guests of the 
preacher and the church officials, Even if 
Dr. Gunsaulus had been desirous to read them 
a lesson in morals, the occasion was not a 
fitting one, It was not the time or place for 
censure or ethical instruction directly or even 
by inference, Under the circumstances of 
the invitation the guests—not knowing Dr. 
Gunsaulus—were warranted in expecting 
courteous treatment. If they had not expect- 
ed it. they would not have gene‘to the church. 
Upon any other occasion it would be clearly 
within the province of Dr. Gunsaulus to make 
all the accusations he pleased—if they were 
truthful—and the press would meet him on 
his own ground; but to invite the Editorial 
Association for the enjoyment of clerical hos- 
pitali#y and spiritual edification and then un- 
mask a mud battery upon its members was 
grossly indecorous. 

It adds to the offensiveness of. Dr. Gunsau- 
lus’ allegations that there was no provocation 
for them. No such vulgarity or impropriety 
as he imagines characterizes Chicago news- 
papers, the only ones with which, presumably, 
he is familiar. They are not only careful but 
fastidious about what they print. They con- 
tain no vulgar reports or vicious advertising. 
There are no cleaner papers in the United 
States. The Chicago publishers may safely 
challenge him to examine their papers care- 
fully. If heis a candid man he will admit 
that they are clean and that he was not justi- 
fied in his strictures. | . 

The trouble with Dr. Gunsaulus is this: He 
is fond cf notoriety and has an appetite for 
sensation, and this appgtite grows upon what 
it feeds. Rather than not be noticed at all by 
the public press he would prefer to be noticed 
unfavorably. Tux Trreusez is aware that in 
censuring him it is gratifying his propensity, 
but even at the risk of personal advertisement 
it cannot allow his accusations to pass unre- 
buked, For apart from any considerations 
of his cloth his conduct was not what 
is expected from a courteous host, to say 
nothing of a representative of the gospel of 
peace and good will on earth. If he could 
be justified on any other occasion he could 
not be on this. His conduct was on a par 
With that of a member of the Commercial 
club who some tithe ago made a similar as- 
sault upon guests of that organization who 
had been invited to share its hospitality, In 
both cases the assaults proceeded from pro- 
found ignorance of the subject the speakers 
were discussing. Both were assuining a 
greater knowledge of newspaper usages and 
more personal fitness to instruct the press 
than either of them possessed. Neither was 
qualified to speak with authority and neither 
could be listenied to with patience. The out- 
come should be a lesson to Dr. Gunsaulus in 
the canons of propriety and a reminder that 
the tongue is an unruly member. 


NEWSPAPERS.AND CRIME. 
Mrs, Potter Palmer said at the opening of 
the Press Congress: 


One of the reproaches against journalism is 
the full record of tragedy, crime, and evil of all 
degrees daily spread before the public gaze. 
While to sympathetic natures this is an affliction, 
has it not served, indirectly, a scientific purpose, 
by opening our eyes to the average quality of 
human nature, its elevation, vagaries, lapses, and 
downfalls? It is only by reviewing an almost in- 
finite number of individual cases that such gen- 
eralizations may be arrived at as may be formu- 
lated into principles and later into laws. 


It is certain that newspapers are not+con- 
sciously actuated by a scientific purpose when 
they publish the record of crime, tragedy, and 
evil, Their great reason is and has been al- 
ways that people wish to know about such 
“things when they happen, and have done so 
from the beginning of time. It is often the 
case, too, that those who are sincerely pained 
by the tragedies which are printed in the pa- 
pers cannot be kept from reading them the 
moment they learn that something terrible 
has occurred. Just as a woman will go to 
the theater to see “ Camille,”’ knowing in ad- 
vance that she will cry through the play, so do 
many women insist on reading the details of 
some sudden death or cyclonic devastation, 
though they know their souls will be har- 
rowed by the story. People sometimes like 
to have their feelings worked up by a tragedy 
providing they are not personally concerned 
in it. The writers of plays found out at an 
early day that people were not unwilling to be 
shocked by tragedies, nor have modern , audi- 
ences shown such a marked hostility to the 
portrayal of crime on the stage as to drive the 
gambler, the forger, the burglar, and the assas- 
sin from the theater, 

It may be that men are more interested in 
the relation of crimes which they have not 
committed than of virtuous acts in which they 
do not share. They would rather read of a 
big bank robbery than a gift toa charitable 
institution, for they feel that they are on a 
higher plane than the robber, but a lower one 
than the philanthropist. Or it may be us the 
poet sawlong ago that there is a kind of 
pleasure in witnessing woes from which one’s 
own self is.exempt. ‘ 

Without searching too far into the recesses 
of the human mind it may be stated with 
positiveness that people read preferentially, if 
to be found in the paper to which they sub- 
scribe, murders, elopements, accidents by sea 
and land, divorce suits, breach of promise 
cases, suicides, especially on account of unre- 


the South Side, for instance, have been given. 
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United States by Bellamy’s “‘ Looking Back- 
ward,” and to which it forms a complete an- 
tidote. It is a story purporting to be told by 
a hard-working, conscientious Social Demo- 
crat named Schmidt, vividly describing the 
conditions of Germany under the practical 
workings of the Socialist millennium operated 
according to the schemes and plans of Karl 
Marx, Lassalle, Bebel, and other Utopians. 

With the establishment of the Socialist re- 
public the police were disbanded, and all 
property was taken possession of by the State. 
All bonds, pawn tickets, certificates of shares, 
bills of etchange, and bank notes were de- 
clared worthless, everybody who owned specie 
money was required to surrender ‘it, and all 
means of communication, machines, tools, 
and implements were confiscated for the ben- 
efit of the State. Labor was made compulsory 
for eight hours perday on all ions from 
their 21st to the 65th birthday. Doctors and 
lawyers were supported by the State and 
obliged to give their services to the public. 
The women were relieved from household 
duties and the children were taken care of in 
public nurseries and schools. The principal 
meal of the day was provided by the State 
kitchens, and all sick persons were sent to the 
hospitals. 

The confiscation of accountsin the savings 
banks meanwhile led to a riot, which was fol- 
lowed by the re-establishment of a police 
force, The redistribution of employments 
caused the separation of many families, and 
nobody wanted to do “‘ unpopular work.” 
From this it became necessary to settle mat- 
ters by lot. The farm hands and laborers in 
the rural districts flocked into the large 
towns, demanding a share in the luxury 
which they had heard prevailed there... These 
had to be sent back at the public expense. 
Then @ militia was organized and regulations 
made to prevent people from leaving their 
places of residence without passes or remain- 
ing away for any great ,length of time with- 
out the sanction of the government. More 
dissatisfaction followed when the people in 
the cities were rearranged as to residence, 
and all surplus furniture, even to family heir- 
looms, was #EGn away, all this being 
done on the Bebel theory that *“‘ domestic ac- 
commodation ought to be limited to what is 
strictly necessary.’ Then the public kitchens 
were a great disappointment. No one had 
any choice of place or food. All were served 
alike and with equel quantities, and when any 
one had been in his’ seat a stipulated number 
of uites he or Bhe was obliged to give it up 
to 5 it st dntnteus with these 


arrangements became go great that many 


waated to emigrate, The artists, poets, and 
writers were allowed to go, but after a while 
the really useful ones desired to leave in such 
numbers that the movement was stopped. 
Guards were stationed: at the frontiers with 
orders to shoot down all attempting to cross 
without legal per on, and they obeyed in- 
structions, ‘ *' . 

Great numbers were assigned to work to 
which they were unaccustomed, and the re- 
sults were poor production. The rest lacked 
stimulus to exertion and turned out the mini- 
mum amount of’ product. The loss in ma- 
terial and tools was frightful, The finished 
product was unsatisfactory, but the consum- 
ers had to take the “‘ goods" or -go without, 
as the clerks in the distributing stores took 
no trouble with * customers’ whose business 
brought to them no profits Complaints of 
this, as well as of the until of the public 
board and lodging, official insolence, and 
theft of property (in spite of the disappear- 
ance of gold and silver), were innumerable, 
and legal services, which had to be supplied 
gratis, were worth just nothing. The end 
came when it was found that production 
under the new régime did not .equal the de- 
mand for consumption. It was. proposed to 
meet this difficulty by extending the working 
day to twelve hours, but the workers in hot 
metal struck, their example was followed by 
others, and the much incfeased police force 
had all it conld do to put down the revolt 
with a fearful sacrifice of human life. The 
Russians on-the one side and the French on 
the other were quick to perceive ‘their ad- 
vantage end to act on it, and terrible defents 
of badly ammunitioned and poorly-fed 
troops on the frontier were added to anarchy 
and utter disordér within the country, 

The sketch is a highly realistic one all 


through. The story is told in a pleasant vein,” 


with an undercurrent of critical philosophy. 
The writer is represented @as a believer in 
State socialism, and advocates it and defends 
it till forced to confess it is an utter failure. 
He shows how it led to scantiness, poverty, 
discontent, and civil war, with a proposal to 
restore a day of twelve hours’ ¢oil as the only 
apparent means of preventing the abandon- 
ment of the scheme, He shows how the de.

THE MAYOR’S DISAPPOINTING COURSE. 

Mayor Harrison threw away a great oppor- 
tunity of establishiug’a new and valuable prec- 
edent when he failed to veto the ordinance giv- 
ing the Lake Street “‘L,”’ road additional and 
profitable privileges because bo provision was 
made therein for the payment to the city of 
some portion of the gross of the new 
lines. It is true that an tory ordinance 
was passed at his suggestion providing that if 
at any future time the license fee of $50 per 
car now collected of street and other elevated 
railways shall be increased, the Lake Street 
road shall pay the same rate, buf this is a small 
concession. It is not always safe to trust the 
future. There is no reason to believe that the 
street and elevated railroads will have any less 
influence with the Council adozen years from 
now than they have at present, or that they 
will not resist. and defeat a proposition to in- 


themselves, especially : 
precedents are all that way. But even if they 


were unwilling to make this concession to the 


city 
return therefor to the city treasury. If he 
does not take that view of the case it is to be 
regretted that he has learned so little since he 
was last Mayor. The ordinance which he did 
not veto gives to a railroad company the use 
of a part of Market stréet from Lake to Mad- 
ison for terminal purposes. Why should not 
the city be paid a good round sum as a yearly 
rental?

At the last meeting of the Council an ordi- 
nance was introduced for an electric road on 
Fullerton avenue from Clark street to West- 
ern avenue. Is this franchise, which will be 
very valuable, to be given away for nothing? 
Judging front the attitude of the Mayor it 
will be. : is | 

Tue Superintendent of the Water Office has 
asked the Superintendent of Police to order 
the patrolmen to enforce the ordinance pro- 
viding that hose shall not be used for sprink- 
ling walks, lawns, ete., except between 6 and 
7 in the morning and 6 and Sat night. The 
reason assigned for the request is that the 
complaints of the scarcity of water already 
have begun tocomein. The order will be 
given to the patrolmen, as it has been given for 
so many years, and it probably will be en- 
forced in the futureas in the past—that is, 
not at all. A few persons who think it a duty 
to obey a law comply with it. The majority 
pay no attention to it and let the water run re- 
gardless of the inconvenience they cause to 
others. 

Although the water supply of the city has 
been increased the demand for water for 
domestic and manufacturing purposes is grow- 
ing rapidly. So long as the city takes money 
from a man with the understanding that it is 
to furnish him water for drinking and cook- 
ing purposes it ought to keep its agreement 
and not allow that water to be intercepted and 
used unnecessarily for cooling sidewalks or 
sprinkling grass. Hot weather will be here 
soon and the violations of the ordinance will 
begin. If the Mayor will wander around the 
city a little in mornings and evenings he can 
discover an abundance of law-breakers and 


see for himself how poorly the police obey 


orders. 


Tux controversy between the foreign Com 
missioners at the World’s Fair and the Com- 
mittee on Awards over the rules adopted last 
January has culminated ina protest signed 
by Commissioners representing sixteen for- 
eign nations, in which they make vigorous op- 
position to what they term the one man sys- 
tem, the absence of competition, and the 
awarding of a common medal to every ex- 
hibit that shows any “ points of excellence 
or advancement.”’ The protest has been sent 
to Mr. Thacher. It is unfortunate, to say the 
least, that this misunderstanding has oc- 
curred at this time, as it threat- 
ens to result in a withdrawal of 
the foreign exhibits from examination. 
In this critical situation of affairs it is due 
the foreign Commissioners that their protest 
should receive respectful attention, with the 
view of ascertaining whether some modifica- 
tion of, the rules may or may ngt be made 
that will remove the existing opposition. It 
is well known also that there are many Amer- 
ican exhibiters who are quite as dissatisfied 
with the system of award though they do not 
feel like withdrawing their exhibits. If any 
compromise can be made, and there is ample 
time to consider it, as the work of the judges 
does not begin until Jnly, it should be done 
as a matter of international courtesy. 


Tux attention of those malicious papers of 
Boston and New York which continue repeat- 
ing their stupid lies about overcharging and 
extortion at the World’s Fair is called respect- 
fully to the following statement of Mr. John 
C, Covert, editor of the Cleveland Leader, at 
present in the city. Mr. Covert says: 

Nowhere under similar circumstances has there 
been less cause for complaint on the score of ex- 
tortion than there is in Chicago. I fiad that any 
number of well furnished rooms within easy 
walking distance of Jackson Park, and with ac- 
commodations for two persons, can be had for 
from $1 to $2 aday. Last Saturday my wife and 
I found a house on Woodlawn avenue, near Sixty- 
third street, where we were offered a well fur- 
nished room, hot and” cold water, and all service 
included, for $2.50 a day. Within five minutes’ 
walk of this place we got a breakfast, consisting 
of beefsteak, potatoes, hot rolls, bread and but- 
ter, and coffee, for 75 cents for both of us. These 
cases that I have cited are not exceptional ones. 
Plenty of good rooms in all parts of the city are 
offered at very reasonable rates, as can be easily 
demonstrated, We have found the people of Chi- 
cago very accommodating, and the hotel and 
restaurant prices are far below those usually 
charged at the fashionable watering places dur- 
ing the summer, 


At the meeting of the Council Monday even- 
ing the recommendation of the School Board 
that seven new school buildings be erected as 
soonas possible wasconcurred in. The build- 
ings are to be located as follows: 

An eight-room building at St. Lawrence avenue 
and Sixty-sixth street, an eighteen-room school 
at Page and Fifty-third streets, a four-room addi- 
tion to the Hermosa,a twelve-room addition to 
the Carter, a nine-room addition to the Cornell, a 
nine-room addition to the Lincoln, a sixteen-room 
building at Polk and Cornelia streets.
